trial loans. In ord inary p re-d e­ 
p ression y ears that constitu ted 
a nice chu nk of bank bu siness, 
bringing in fiv e and six p er cent 
with no great trou ble abou t col­ 
lections. 
Bu t 
d u ring 
the 
d ep ression 
that bu siness d wind led to a 
small p rop ortion of its original 
size. 
In its p lace bank ers hav e 
either id le 
money or 
p erhap s 
gov ernment bond s, 
which p ay 
three p er cent or less. No rip e 
p rofits in that. 


Three ex p lanations are giv en 
for the shrink age in commercial 
loans. First and foremost is the 
heav y increase of 
gov ernment 
sp end ing d u ring the d ep ression. 
Smaller 
ind u stries, 
bu siness 
hou ses and the lik e fou nd that 
the stead y flow of fed eral money 
red u ced their need of going to 
the bank for short time cred its. 
A second reason ad v anced is 
tha t many retail stores and 
small 
ind u strial 
p lants 
are 
sq u eezing along on smaller in­ 
v entories. They are re-stock ing 
from d ay to d ay rather than two 
or three times a y ear. 
T hat 
tak es less cred it. 
A third reason giv en, and d is­ 
p u ted in some q u arters, is that 
certain ind u stries, grown to na­ 
tionwid e p rop ortions, are large 
enou gh to finance themselv es 
withou t going to the bank s.

5 9 Kno wn Dea d in Spa nish 
Ca pita l; Children 
Are Victims

B y th e Asso cia ted 
Press 
Sp anish Fascist p lanes, mak ing 
the first m ajor air-raid on a 
Eu rop ean cap ital since the World 
war, d rop p ed at least 10 bombs 
on Mad rid and the nearby su bu rb 
of Getafe Frid ay , k illing fu lly 
5 9 p ersons and wou nd ing 130 or 
more. 
Unconfirmed rep orts in Mad ­ 
rid said 70 child ren were blown 
and mangled to d eath in Getafe 
in ad d ition to 18 k nown d ead 
there. W ithin the cap ital 41 d ied . 
Most of those wou nd ed were 
women and child ren. Many of 
the women were stand ing in 
Qu enu esm, awaiting the regu lar 
d istribu tion of milk , when the 
p rop ectiles, d rop p ed from a great 
height by the Fascist p lanes, 
p lu nged into the streets and 
sp lit into sp linters of shrap nel. 
Mothers who sat in the su n in 
a p u blic p ark , watching their 
child ren p lay ing, su d d enly saw 
the y ou ngsters rip p ed *by the 
sp ray ing shrap nel. 
A bomb crashed into a chu rch 
which had been mad e ov er into 
a u nion head q u arters and the 
blood 
of 
many 
work ers 
was 
sp lashed on walls and images.

New York , Oct. 30(/P)—Asserting 
his ad m inistration had laid a 
fou nd ation for “a safer, hap p ier, 
more American America,” Presi­ 
d ent Roosev elt said tonight “an 
eq u ally im p ortant task rem ains” 
to d estroy “ineq u alities of op ­ 
p ortu nity 'and of secu rity .” 
Rev iewing the New Deal before 
a Democratic rally in the Brook ­ 
ly n Acad emy of Mu sic, the chief 
ex ecu tiv e said “some p eop le call 
these things med d ling and inter­ 
ference.” 
“You and I,” he ad d ed , “k now 
them to be new stones in a 
fou nd ation on which we can, and 
are d etermined to, bu ild a stru c­ 
tu re of- economic secu rity for all 
ou r p eop le — a safer, hap p ier, 
more American America.” 
Forecasting that on Nov ember 
3, the American p eop le wou ld 
“say tha t this is a job well be­ 
gu n”, the p resid ent ad d ed . 
“An eq u ally im p ortant task re­ 
mains, to go forward , to consol­ 
id ate and to strengthen these 
gains—to close the gap by d e­ 
stroy ing the glaring ineq u alities 
of op p ortu nity and of secu rity 
which, in the recent p ast, hav e 
set grou p against grou p and 
region against region. 
“By ou r p olicies for the fu tu re 
we will carry forward this p ro­ 
gram of u nity . We will not be 
content u ntil all ou r p eop le fair­ 
ly share in the ev er-increasing 
cap acity of America to p rov id e a 
high stand ard of liv ing for all its 
citizens.”
